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For  family  home  evening 


Night  classes  close 


Campus  undergoes  Monday  night  shutdown 


Roughly  100  professors  and  9,000 
i students  have  been  freed  to  attend  family 
home  evening  this  fall  as  a result  of  a 
[ policy  issued  by  President  DalUn  H.  Oaks 
1 which  closes  many  campus  facihties  on 
' Monday  evenings. 

These  figures  offered  by  Frank 
iSantiago,  Evening  Classes  Chairman,  refer 
ito  the  number  of  students  and  professors 
I involved  in  evening  classwork.  “No  one 
can  work  after  7 p.m.”  said  Santiago 
concerning  the  effect  that  the  “Monday 
closing”  policy  will  have  on  Evening 
School. 

The  decision  to  close  will  drain  many 
other  parts  of  the  campus  also,  leaving 
students  and  faculty  alike  free  to  spend 
Monday  evenings  with  their  families. 

According  to  Jay  Eitner,  Business 
Manager  of  the  Willdnson  Center,  the 
Bookstore  will  close  at  7 p.m.  on 
Mondays  as  will  all  rental  facilities  such  as 
the  Skyroom  and  conference  rooms  often 
used  by  campus  organizations. 

However,  “Most  students  will  be  in 


family  home  evenings  for  an  hour.  Then 
they’ll  need  someplace  to  go,”  said  Eitner 
as  a result,  several  facilities  in  the  ELWC 
will  remain  open  for  families  and 
individuals,  including  snack  bars,  the 
Varsity  Theater,  the  games  area  and  the 
bowling  alley. 

The  Library  will  remain  open  until  1 1 
p.m.,  as  is  the  usual  policy.  The  television 
and  conference  rooms  at  Cannon  Center 
and  the  TV  room  in  the  Morris  Center 
will  be  available  for  families  to  schedule 
for  use.  The  snack  bars  in  both  centers 
wiU  remain  open. 

With  the  Evening  School  shutdown 
came  a host  of  schedulii^  problems. 
Santiago  explained  that  Tuesday  nights 
offer  only  a light  load  of  classes  in  order 
to  make  way  for  MIA  meetings.  Those 
classes  are  usually  attended  by  what 
Santiago  called  “community 
students” , those  who  are  not  regular  day 
time  students  and  not  involved  in  campus 
MIA  activities.  Late  evening  classes  are 
not  scheduled  on  Fridays,  according  to 


Santiago,  “so  students  can  go  to  football 
games  or  something  else  if  they  want.” 
Thus  Wednesday  and  Thursday  must 
carry  the  load  of  evening  classes. 

“With  maximum  utilization  of  time,  we 
ought  to  be  able  to  slip  late"  Monday 
classes  into  Wednesday  and  Thursday”, 
said  Santiago.  He  estimates  that  by  next 
spring  30  percent  of  all  evening  classes 
will  be  offered  between  7:40  and  10:30 
p.m.  on  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays. 

Santiago  noted  that  all  of  the  8,500  to 
9,000  students  in  the  evening  school 
program  will  be  effected  by  the 
difficulties  in  scheduling. 

Physical  Education  facilities  will  also 
shut  down  with  the  new  Monday  closing 
affecting  the  intramural  sports  program. 
No  intramural  competition  will  be 
scheduled  on  Monday  evenings,  according 
to  Gary  Palmer,  intramural  coordinator, 
who  had  expressed  hopes  that  MIA  and 
family  home  evening  could  be  scheduled 
on  the  same  night.  His  office  is  now 
working  to  schedule  the  year’s  thousands 


of  intramural  games  into  the  remainder  of 
the  time  available. 

Betty  Kane,  whose  responsibility  it  is 
to  schedule  activities  on  campus,  fears 
many  problems  because  of  the  decision. 

“We  have  been  told  that  there  will  be 
no  other  scheduling  after  7 p.m.  on 
Mondays  except  for  ward  family  home 
evenings,”  she  said. 

“I  think  there’s  going  to  be  a problem 
when  roadshows  start.  I feel  we’ll  have  to 
cut  out  roadshow  practices,”  she 
indicated. 

Steve  Killpack,  ASBYU  vice-president 
in  charge  of  clubs  and  organizations,  feels 
that  the  new  policy  probably  will  not 
greatly  affect  campus  organizations.  “I 
haven’t  given  to  much  thought,”  he  said, 
“but  I imagine  they  won’t  be  able  to  use 
Monday  nights  for  meetings.” 

He  continued,  “I  don’t  think  Monday 
was  heavily  scheduled  for  clubs  anyway. 
Most  club  members  have  been  actively 
engaged  in  family  home  evenings  in  the 
past.”  Most  club  meetings  are  held  on 
Wednesday.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - A seven 
month  congressional  struggle  over 
extending  the  draft  appeared  Sunday  to 
be  near  its  end  with  a prospect  the  bill 
would  be  on  President  Nixon’s  desk  by 
the  end  of  the  week. 

Managers  of  the  controversial  measure, 
which  carries  the  biggest  military  pay 
increase  in  history,  were  confident  they 
had  the  votes  to  win  — and  even  break  a 
filibuster  before  it  had  a chance  to  start. 

The  bill  extends  the  President’s 
authority  to  conscript  until  June  30, 
1973  and  provides  $2.4  billion  in  military 
pay  raises  to  spur  enlistments  in  a drive  to 
create  an  all  volunteer  Army  for  the 
future. 

Nixon’s  draft  authority  expired  June 
30  when  the  old  draft  law  died.  Defense 
Secretary  Melvin  F.  Laird  and  others  have 
warned  that  unless  the  draft  is  resumed 
the  national  security  will  be  jeopardized. 


“It  is  my  conviction  that  Department 
of  Defense  manpower  requirements 
cannot  be  met  without  the  prompt 
extension  of  the  draft  authority,”  Laird 
said  in  a letter  to  the  Senate  Armed 
Services  Committee. 

Committee  Chairman  Sen.  John 
Stennis,  D-Miss.,  told  the  Senate  that 
failure  to  approve  the  bill  would  probably 
leave  the  government  without  draft 
authority  until  next  year. 

Even  if  Congress  adopts  the 
compromise  measure,  government 
officials  recently  said  that  men  with  draft 
lottery  numbers  above  No.  140  are  almost 
certainly  safe  from  military  induction  this 
year. 

Officials  at  the  Pentagon  and  the 
Selective  Service  System  Headquarters 
said  that  the  top  number  mi^t  not 
exceed  the  present  ceiling  of  125,  and 
would  probably  be  below  140.

Men  born  between  the  years  of  1945 
and  1951  are  subject  to  the  draft  this 
year.  Men  who  were  born  in  1952  and 
who  were  assigned  lottery  numbers  in  the 
drawing  last  month  are  not  subject  to  this 
year’s  draft. 

In  both  houses  legislators’  thoughts 
were  shifting  to  other  matters  — 
principally  Nixon’s  economic  package 
and  the  new  vacancy  on  the  Supreme 
Court. 

The  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
following  a week  of  hearings,  was 
expected  to  begin  revising  legislation  to 
spur  economic  recovery  in  response  to 
Nixon’s  call  for  a massive  business  tax 
relief  program. 

The  president  wants  a 10  per  cent 
investment  tax  credit  to  spur  plants  to 
buy  new  equipment  and  removal  of  the  7 
per  cent  automobile  excise  tax  to  increase 
car  sales.

Oaks  meets  the  press  i

The  press  and  the  president  of 
BYU  got  acquainted  last  Friday  in 
the  KBYU-TV  studio  for  what  has 
been  called  the  first  such 
conference  be  held  by  a chief 
executive  of  this  university. 

Headlining  the  conference  was 
President  Oaks’  comment  on  the 
academic  standards  of  BYU.  In  his 
words:  “I’m  confident  that  BYU 
is  on  the  threshold  of  very 
important  growth  in  academic 
standards  and  prominence  in  the 
country  at  large  and  the  academic 
community.’’ 

Among  the  various  topics 
discussed  was  the  dress  code. 
After  guaging  student  reaction  to 
the  changes  in  the  code  through 
discussion  and  letters,  President 
Oaks  reported  a “favorable  spirit 
of  cooperation  and 
understanding.” 

He  pointed  out  the  ASBYU 
officers  were  instrumental  in 
identifying  persons  at  registration 
who  did  not  cooperate  with  the 
BYU  standards.  From  there,  those 
students  not  conforming  with  the 
accepted  code  would  meet  with  a 
student  committee  to  learn  about 
the  meaning  and  purpose  of  such 
a code. 

The  great  concern  over  the  dress 
code  was  by  students  who 
believed  the  new  stip,ulation 
allowing  girls  to  wear  pants  and 
slacks  on  campus  would  see  a 
deterioration  in  the  “look  of 
BYU.”  President  Oaks  reported 
that  girls  will  be  allowed  to  wear 
only  the  dressier  type  of  slacks 
and  “not  the  kind  of  clothes  that 
we’re  familiar  with  in  other  kinds 
of  circumstances.” 

“I  think  the  general  objectives 
at  BYU  are  fixed  and  will  remain 
the  same,”  Oaks  said,  moving  on 
to  other  topics.  “These  objectives 
are  to  teach  the  fundamentals  of 
spiritual  and  secular  knowledge..in 
order  to  prepare  them  for  a 
balanced  and  full  life  of  service  to 
God  and  our  fellow  men.” 

He  further  explained  that 
everything  would  be  done  to 
“raise  our  academic  standards,  to 
promote  our  position  of 


leadership  in  the  world  of 
learning,  and  to  make  ourselves 
more  effective  in  teaching 
spiritual  truths.”  With  that  in 
mind,  he  said  his  goals  are  the 
same  as  those  of  President 
Wilkinson:  “To  strengthen  BYU 
within  the  guidelines  set  down  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees.” 

In  other  areas,  Dr.  Oaks  said 
BYU  officials  are  studying  the 
possibility  of  a three-year 
baccalaureate  degree  program  as 
well  as  ways  students  could  begin 
professional  or  graduate  training 
without  completing  a full 
four-year  undergraduate  program. 

He  also  dispelled  rumors  that 
BYU  may  open  a dental  school 
and  stressed  a desire  for 
communication  with  students.  He 
went  on  to  express  the  opinion 
that  the  university  should  teach 
responsible  citizenship  and  should 
not  take  a hostile  position  to  the

practice  of  responsible  citizenship, 
including  political  activity. 
“Neither  should  the  university 
release  students  from  classes  to 
participate  in  political 
campaigns,”  he  said. 

In  a conference  later  Friday 
night  as  the  featured  guest  on 
KSL’s  “Public  Pulse,”  Dr.  Oaks 
added  that  sign-up  tables  for 
petitions  would  not  be  permitted 
though  the  petitions  could  be 
circulated  on  the  campus. 

RESPONSE  TO  BYU 

When  asked  by  a graduate 
student  on  that  program  how  to 
deal  with  a situation  involving 
anyone  taking  discriminatory 
actions  toward  BYU,  Oaks 
suggested  they  be  persuaded  to 
come  and  take  a look  at  BYU  for 
themselves.  He  said  that  the 
reason  people  are  derogatory 
about  BYU  is  because  “it  is  easier 
to  believe  something  unfavorable 
about  some  place  you’ve  never 
been  than  to  believe  something 
favorable  about  it. ..the  way  to 
combat  this  would  be  to  go  to  the 
source  and  correct  the  misleading 
information.” 

One  of  the  last  questions 
involved  the  donation  of  money 
and  gifts  to  BYU  - what 
prompted  them,  how  necessary 
they  are,  and  what  could  be  done 
by  those  with  little  money  that 
wanted  to  contribute. 

In  reply.  President  Oaks  stated 
that  it  was  an  individual  matter 
which  the  donors  based  on  their 
feeling  of  gratitude  for  what  the 
university  has  done  for  them.  He 
stated  that  ‘‘financial 
contributions,  no  matter  how 
small,  are  a vote  of  confidence  in 
support  of  the  university  and  the 
administration.”

Goates  and  Ott 
procure  grant 

Discovery  of  22  new 
addition-type  compoxmds  has 
earned  Doctors  J.  Rex  Goates  and 
J.  Bevan  Ott  a three-year  research 
grant  of  $81,000  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation. 

According  to  Dr.  Ott,  the  grant 
is  for  “fundamental  research  into 
the  properties  of  materials.”  This 
research  will  add  to  scientific 
knowledge  and  may  eventually  be 
tied  into  something  practicable. 

The  new  compounds  differ 
from  conventional  compounds  in 
the 'way  that  the  atoms  of  their 
molecules  are  bonded  to  one 
another.  Instead  of  the  usual 
breaking  and  making  of  bonds, 
the  reaction  to  form  an  addition 
compound  is  simply  an 
attachment  of  one  whole 
molecul  e to  another.  The 
bonding  in  the  addition- 
compound  is  not  fully 
understood.  It  is  generally  of  low 
energy,  and,  therefore,  the 
compounds  are  usually  stable  only 
at  low  temperatures. 

Part  of  the  present  research  is 
aimed  at  explaining  the  existence 
of  the  compounds  that  the 
doctors  have  found.  The  energies 
released  when  the  compounds 
form  will  be  measmred.  This  date 
will  allow  them  to  make  a 
quantitative  test  of  present 
theories  concerning  the 
compounds,  and  make  possible 
the  prediction  of  stiU  other 
compounds.

He  served  as  senior  designer  for 
General  Motors  Styling  Staff, 
1960-64,  in  advanced  research  for 
cars  10  years  ahead;  senior 
designer  at  Ford  Motor  Design 
Center,  1964-68,  in  production  of 
interiors  for  the  Cougar;  and 
senior  designer  with  Mattel,  Inc., 
1968-69,  designing  space  and 
instructional  toys. 

He  has  been  a member  of  the 
BYU  faculty  since  1969.

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Students  are  understandably 
bewildered  by  the  tuition  increase  during 
the  so-called  wage-price  freeze,  especially 
when  the  expected  wage  increases  on 
campus  are  not  forthcoming.  Predictably, 
this  inequity  is  not  so  much  the  fault  of 
the  school  administration  as  it  is  the 
Federal  government. 

The  Cost  of  Living  Council  ruled  that 
tuition  is  a “transaction  price”  because 
commitments  have  been  made  and  there 
are  cases  where  tuition  already  has  been 
paid.  Such  an  argumentum  ad  absurdum 
is  typical  but  not  convincing.  Surely  the 
few  who  somehow  paid  their  tuition 
previous  to  August  15  (which  probably 
approach  the  null  set)  would  gladly 
accept  a refund. 

Apparently,  the  Nixon  administration 
is  reluctant  to  report  the  real  cause  for 
allowing  the  tuition  raise.  Colleges  were 
made  an  exception  because  they  are  in  a 
dollar  squeeze.  In  particular,  universities 
expanding  their  services  are  faced  with 
high  costs,  especially  in  building 
construction. 

Of  course,  the  tuition  raise,  is  not  the 
only  exception.  There  is  no  control  on 
profits  because  Secretary  Connally  says 
that  “business  profits  already  are  too 
low.”  Imported  goods  are  allowed  to  rise 


in  price  to  make  foreign  goods  more 
expensive  and  American  goods  relatively 
less  costly.  And  as  expected,  companies 
in  financial  trouble  (such  as  Locl^eed) 
can  raise  their  prices  if  they  plead  a 
hardship  case  to  the  government. 

In  summary,  President  Nixon’s  new 
economic  policy  is  discriminatory  and 
arbitrary.  It  responds  more  to  political 
expediency  than  economic  soundness. 

Wage,  price,  and  rent  controls  can  only 
be  effective  for  a short  term,  such  as  the 
90-day  period  Nixon  set  up.  If  the 

controls  were  to  continue  after  this  date, 
a number  of  national  problems  would 
arise: 


Exceptions  like  we  have  mentioned 
would  become  the  rule. 

Controls  would  hamper  the  freedom  of 
man  as  weU  as  the  market  system. 

Black  markets  and,  at  times,  excesses 
would  be  created  as  a result  of 
government-forced  disequilibrium  of 
supply  and  demand. 

Inefficiency  and  waste  would  result 
from  a huge  bureaucracy  which  deals 
with  the  enforcement  and  planning  of 
controls.  Already  there  are  ten 
information  centers  set  up  to  answer 
questions  regarding  the  freeze.  There  are 
plans  for  a total  of  25  centers  operating 
in  major  cities. 

Controls  only  fight  the  effect  — not  the 


cause  of  inflation.  We  hope  President 
Nixon  realizes  this  concept  as  he  looks 
for  the  correct  answers  to  solving 
America’s  number  one  domestic  problem. 

The  causes  of  inflation  are  often 
debated.  Probably  the  most  powerful 
impetus  to  inflation  has  been  the 
over-expansion  of  the  money  supply, 
which  at  times  in  recent  years  has 
increased  at  an  annual  rate  of  10  per  cent. 
As  economist  Milton  Friedman  states, 
‘inflation  is  always  a monetary 
phenomenon,  the  production  of  money 
too  rapidly.  Government  spending  adds 
to  the  inflation  when  government  deficits 
are  financed  by  printing  money.” 

It  is  improper  to  place  the  blame  of 
inflation  on  the  private  economy,  or  even 
the  labor  unions,  which  are  merely 
adjusting  to  these  government  measures. 

In  the  future  we  look  to  a more 
responsible  economic  policy.  In 
particular,  the  Federal  Reserve  should 
stabilize  and  control  the  money  supply, 
and  secondly,  the  Nixon  administration 
should  eliminate  needless  deficits. 
Stabilization  of  the  money  supply  and 
Federal  deficits  best  supercede  any  wage, 
price,  or  rent  controls.

A plug  for  Ma  Bell 


This  time  of  year  students  line  up 
for  everything.  There  are  lines  to  eat, 
lines  to  drink,  lines  to  get  into  lines,  and 
lines  to  get  out  of  lines.  For  example,  in 
the  Wilkinson  Center  there  is  the  annual 
line  where  students  order  that  near 
absolute  necessity,  that  source  of  greatest 
joy  or  deepest  sorrow  (when  it  doesn’t 
ring),  the  telephone.  Surprisingly,  the  line 
is  small  this  year.  The  reasons  behind  the 
short  line  are  worth  noticing.  After  all, 
arrangements  in  two  weeks  for  phones 
and  phone  numbers  involving  25,000 
students  are  bound  to  be  unique. 

In  late  May,  Mountain  Bell  personnel 
began  planning  for  the  fall  phone  orders 
for  BW  students.  After  BYU  Housing 
made  its  fall  housing  arrangements, 
service  representatives  from  the  telephone 
company  began  calling  students  all  over 
the  United  States.  For  three  weeks 
beginning  in  July,  eleven  full-time 
workers  called  and  arranged  orders.  They 
began  in  the  Provo  area  and  worked  in  an 
expanding  radius  across  the  country.  If 
one  student  wasn’t  able  to  be  contacted, 
a rpommate  was  called  and  plans  were 


made  for  a phone  to  be  installed  the  day 
the  student  would  be  moving  into  the 
apartment.  This  past  summer  nearly  1,600 
students  were  contacted  and  phone 
arrangements  were  made  for  almost  5,000 
students. 

The  benefits  of  this  early  ordering  go 
both  to  the  student  and  the  telephone 
company.  Now  students  have  phones 
earlier  to  contact  family  and  friends. 
They  have  a phone  number  to  give  at 
registration  to  be  included  in  the  student 
directory.  Also,  they  don’t  have  to  wait 
in  line  to  order  their  phone  and  have  it 
installed  a month  later.  Telephone 
company  officials  say  that  previous  to 
this  program,  all  BYU  phones  took  from 
two  weeks  to  a month  to  install. 

Most  of  the  students  involved  this 
summer  were  on-campus  residents,  but 
Mountain  Bell  has  plans  for  offering  this 
early  service  to  off-campus  students,  too. 
Although  they  have  quite  a job  on  their 
hands,  we  feel  confident  they  can  do  it. 
After  all,  one  less  line  to  stand  in  is  an 
accomplishment  these  days.

Last  night  it  suddenly  dawned  on  me  that  I 
didn’t  have  a date  for  this  weekend.  I pulled  out 
my  “little  black  book,”  but  it  offered  nothing 
exciting.  So  I turned  to  my  playboyish, 
BMOC-type  roommate  for  help.  Wow,  does*  he 
know  the  chicks!  He  rattled  off  a half  dozen 
delicious  names,  but  being  a battle-scarred  veteran 
of  the  blind  date,  I demanded  something  more 
substantial  — like  a face. 

After  a short  door-to-door  search,  I temporarily 
appropriated  last  year’s  Banyan  from  a nostalgic 
neighbor.  Almost  drooling  in  eager  anticipation,  I 
quickly  scanned  the  index  for  those  luscious  girls. 
To  my  agonized  frustration,  they  weren’t  there  — 
neither  in  name  nor  in  body.  Upon  further  search, 
I discovered  that  a great  many  students  were 
conspicuously  absent,  including  an  apparent 
majority  of  my  limited  circle  of  friends. 

Horrified,  I checked  to  see  if  I was  in  the  right 
book,  and  doubly  horrified,  I was.  Sick  at  heart, 
depressed  and  still  without  a date,  I went  to  bed 
without  saying  my  prayers. 

What  is  wrong  with  the  Banyan']  Isn’t  it 
supposed  to  be  a chronicle  of  student  activities, 
events,  and,  above  all,  students?  According  to  the 
1971  Banyan  last  year  there  were  25,796  students 
who  “from  nearly  every  nation,  kindred,  tongue 
and  people...  flocked  to  the  shadows  of  the 
everlasting  hills  — to  B.Y.U.”  But  the 
computerized  index,  barring  a number  of  errors  in 
face-name-page  association,  lists  only  6301 


students  — less  than  one  fourth.  What  happened  to 
the  rest?  Furthermore,  of  those  pictured,  the 
majority  seem  to  be  graduating  seniors  having  their 
picture  taken  for  mother  and  apple  pie  or  impish 
freshmen  not  yet  fully  matriculated  into  the 
B.Y.U.  potpourri  of  student  apathy. 

There  are  a multitude  of  reasons  for  this 
debacle.  The  biggest  problem  seems  to  be  the 
scheduling  of  portrait  sittings  one  and  two  months 
in  advance,  and  the  student’s  subsequent  loss  of 
memory  and  indifference  to  these  appointments. 
Last  fall-  approximately  16,000  appointments  were 
made  at  registration  and  thereafter,  but  only 
one-third  of  these  were  kept,  many  of  them 
belatedly.  A few  students  repented  in  Deceipber 
and  sneaked  In  under  “Latecomers.” 

Granted  some  of  the  students  could  care  less 
about  the  aesthetic  and  nostalgic  values  of  an 
annual,  and  perhaps  an  even  smaller  minority  can’t 
really  afford  it.  Apparently  what  it  boils  down  to 
is  who  wants  one  without  his  or  his  friends’  mug 
shots  in  it?  Egocentricity  in  varying  amounts  is 
generic  in  the  human  species. 

Realizing  the  cause,  what  should  be  initiated  as  a 
solution?  Some  schools  have  abolished  their 
yearbooks  due  to  the  financial  problems  resulting 
from  a lack  of  interest.  In  retort,  some  suggest 
making  individual  photos  as  mandatory  as 
graduation  exercises  and  religion  classes.  Whatever 
the  fate  of  the  Banyan  let’s  not  perpetuate  this 
pathetic  fiasco  as  another  example  of  an  apathetic 
student  body.  Enough  dust  has  been  swept  under 
the  rug  already.  What’s  wrong  with  your 
physiognomy  anyway?

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Attica  prison  inmates 
may  have  been  beaten 


ATTICA,  N.Y.  (UPI)  - Eight 
lawyers  from  civil  rights  groups 
visited  Attica  state  prison  Sunday 
.to  investigate  charges  that  inmates 
were  beaten  and  atherwise 
mistreated  following  the  bloody 
assault  that  broke  the  five-day 
uprising  which  claimed  40  lives. 

Inmates  have  told  members  of 
several  investigating  panels  that 
they  were  beaten  when  forced  to 
run  a gauntlet  of  state  troopers 
and  prison  guards  as  authorities 
herded  convicts  back  into  their 
cells  following  the  controversial 
attack  last  Monday. 

The  eight  lawyers  represented 
state  and  national  civil  liberties 
organizations  and  black  lawyers’ 
groups. 

As  they  met  with  inmates  and 
officials,  authorities  canceled  the 
daily  press  briefing  and  gave  no 
indication  whether  the  briefings 
would  be  resumed. 

A light  rain  fell— much  like  that 
falling  last  Monday  when  nine 
hostages  and  30  convicts  were 
slain  in  a heavy  crossfire  as 
authorities  converged  from  four 
directions.  A 10th  prison 
employee  had  died  earlier. 


have  no  comment  during  the 
weekend.  In  New  York,  five  state 
judges  met  Saturday  and 
adjourned  until  Tuesday  in  their 
search  for  members  of  a citizens’ 
“truth  seeking”  commission. 

Meanwhile,  members  of  another 
citizens’  panel— this  one  formed  to 
protect  prisoners’  rights— visited 
Attica  for  the  second  time 
Sunday. 

Three  members  of  the  panel 
told  newsmen  officials  reported 
transferring  610  inmates  to  other 
state  correctional  institutions 
since  the  rebellion,  reducing 
Attica’s  inmate  population  to 
1,640.  Two  cell  blocks  were 
destroyed  in  the  five  day  rampage, 
causing  heavy  overcrowding  when 
the  disturbance  was  put  down. 

The  three,  who  later  visited 
inmates  in  area  hospitals,  also  said 
officials  assured  them  inmates 
would  be  told  of  their 
constitutional  rights  before  being 
questioned  about  the  insurrection. 
Fights  would  be  outlined  verbally 
and  “Miranda  warnings”  would  be 
posted  throughout  the  prison, 
they  said. 

Astronauts  visit

the  high-walled  prison. 

A congressional  committee 
ended  its  on-site  investigation 
Saturday  but  said  it  would  hold 
ftirther  hearings  in  Washington  as 
part  of  its  inquiry  into  the  Attica 
uprising  and  the  nation’s  prisons 
as  a whole.

Medina  trial  resumes  Tuesday 


FT.  MCPHERSON,  Ga.  (UPI) 
- The  My  Lai  murder 
court-martial  of  Capt.  Ernest  L. 
Medina  is  in  recess  until  Tuesday 
with  only  one  of  the  102  murder 
charges  against  the  professional 
soldier  still  standing. 

The  charges  against  Medina 
were  substantially  reduced  by  . the 
military  judge.  Col.  Kenneth  A. 
Howard,  who  said  the  government 
failed  to  prove  that  Medina 
intended  for  the  civilians  to  be 
killed. 

Howard  reduced  one  murder 
charge  — that  Medina  was 
responsible  for  the  deaths  of  100 
civilians  his  troops  killed  — to 
involuntary  manslaughter. 

“In  my  mind  I did  not  feel  that 
it  was  fair  to  expose  Capt.  Medina 
to  a murder  conviction  when,  in 
my  opinion,  there  is  insufficient 
evidence,”  Howard  said. 

Howard  flaty  dismissed  another 
murder  charge  against  Medina  — 
that  he  ordered  a small

Vietnamese  boy  killed.  That 
charge  was  dismissed  after  Gene 
Oliver  of  Fort  Lauderdale,  Fla. 
testified  that  he  shot  and  killed 
the  boy  on  his  own  initiative  — 
without  any  instructions  from 
Medina. 

That  leaves  one  murder  charge 
remaining  — that  Medina  killed  a 
Vietnamese  woman  in  a rice 
paddy  outside  the  village.  Medina 
admits  shooting  the  woman,  but 
said  he  did  it  in  self  defense. 

Medina  said  the  woman 
appeared  to  be  dead  when  he 


came  upon  her  and  that  he  turned 
away,  but  saw  a movement, 
thought  she  had  a hand  grenade 
and  that  he  turned,  instinctively, 
and  fired  to  protect  himself. 

F.  Lee  BaUey,  Medina’s  civilian 
attorney,  argued  the  shooting  was 
a “justifiable  battleheld 
homicide.” 

But  Howard  said  if  the  jury 
believed  the  government’s 
evidence,  and  did  not  believe 
Medina,  “it  is  sufficient  to  show 
that  Capt.  Medina  shot  an 
unresisting  human  being.”

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French  chefs  apron’' 
great  give-away  idea 


A great  give-away  idea  is  the 
French  chef’s  apron. 

To  make  one,  first  c.ut  a paper 
pattern  in  the  size  you  wish  to 
make.  (See  sketch  for  appropriate 
dimensions).  Next  select  the 
material.  You’ll  need  about  1*4 
yards  for  an  adult  size  and  one 
yard  for  a child’s  size  in  a 
36-inch-wide  fabric.  Buy  more 
material  if  you  want  enough 
leeway  for  matching  a pattern,  or 
less  if  the  material  is  wider  than 
36  inches. 

Cut  out  the  fabric,  leaving  some 
for  a pocket.  Nine  by  twenty 
inches  for  the  adult  size  and  7Vi 
by  17  inches  for  the  chOd’s 
pocket  should  do.  Hem  edges  all 
around  except  under  the  arms, 
where  you  sew  a bias  tape  channel 
for  the  tie  cord.  Leave  the  ends 
open  for  the  cord  to  slip  through. 
Run  three  yards  of  cotton  cord  (2 
1/3  yards  for  the  child’s  size) 


through  the  channels;  even  up  and 
knot  the  ends. 

Center  the  pocket  (actually 
three  pockets)  on  the  apron  about 
five  inches  below  underarm  on  the 
adult  size  and  up  an  inch  or  more 
on  the  child’s  size.  Stitch  around 
each  section.  For  extra  strength 
make  double  rows  of  stitching. 

The  slim  pocket  channel  in  the 
middle  (four  inches  wide)  keeps 
the  rest  of  the  pocket  flat  and 
tight.  Use  the  sections  for 
potholders,  spoons,  towels,  etc. 

A note  on  the  vinyl  materials 
would  be  appropriate.  These 
materials  are  fun  to  use  and  can 
be  wiped  off  rather  than 
laundered.  But  be  sure  to  get  the 
type  with  fabric  backing;  it  is 
strong,,  and  when  sewn,  the 
stitches  won’t  pull  out.  To  keep 
this  type  of  material  from 
creasing,  roll  or  hang  it  straight. 
Keep  it  away  from  hot  stove 
burners.

Cougars  shear  Rams

It  was  a team  victory.  BYU’s 
54-14  win  over  Colorado  State 
reflected  an  overall  team  effort 
that  led  the  Cougars  to  the  highest 
point  total  for  a Cougar  team  in 
three  years,  and  the  most  points 
ever  scored  by  BYU  against  CSU. 

The  capacity  crowd  of  31,087 
had  come  to  see  the  Cougars  “do 
it  again,”  and  they  didn’t  have  to 
wait  for  long  for  the  Cats  to  crack 
it  wide  open. 

With  6;  13  left  to  play  in  the 
first  stanza,  Golden  Richards 
brought  the  fans  to  their  feet. 
Gathering  in  a Ram  punt  on  the 
BYU  42,  he  rambled  58  yards 
behind  superb  blocking  for  the 
first  score  of  the  game.  The  home 
town  crowd  saw  for  the  first  time 
the  great  down  field  hitting  that 
gave  Richards  the  whole  middle  of 
the  field  to  romp  through  before 
cutting  to  his  left  and  racing  to 
the  tally.  Liljenquist’s  conversion 
made  the  score  7-0.  Before  the 
season  was  half  over,  Richards  had 
tied  an  NCAA  record  for 
touchdowns  on  punt  returns  (3). 

After  holding  the  Rams  on 
downs,  BYU  moved  to  another 
score.  Richards  got  things  started 
off  with  a nifty  27  yard  scamper 
on  the  punt  return,  and  it  took 
the  Cats  only  four  plays  to  march 
71  yards  for  the  touchdown.  Pete 
VanValkenburg  took  a pitch  out 
from  quarterback  Bill  August  and 
ran  1 1 yards  around  the  left  end 
to  chalk  up  the.score. 

The  Cougars  were  aided  by  a 
pass  interference  call  on  this  drive. 

Early  in  the  second  period,  the 
Blue  struck  again.  Dan  Hansen 
helped  the  Cougar  cause  by 
recovering  a Lawrence 
McCutcheon  fumble  on  the  CSU 
yi  yard  line,  and  seven  plays  later 


Van  Valkenburg  lunged  over  the 
right  side  of  the  line  for  third 
touchdown  of  the  evening.  Joe 
“the  toe”  added  the  conversion  to 
put  the  Cougars  ahead  21-0. 

After  gaining  one  first  down, 
the  Rams  were  held  again  by  the 
BYU  defense,  and  in  seven  plays 
the  Cougar  offense  put  more 
points  on  the  board.  This  time, 
the  old  Chabot  J.C.  combo  of  Bill 
August  to  Logan  Hunter  payed

the  line  and  that  enabled  me  to 
beat  him  out  and  get  around 
him,”  was  Rivera’s  response  when 
asked  how  he  managed  to  pop 
into  the  CSU  secondary  so  often. 
But  ‘Maddog’s  determination  is' 
probably  the  biggest  reason  for  his 
success.  He  received  his  nickname 
because,  as  he  puts  it:  “sometimes 
I forget  myself  and  go  crazy  and 
run  through  people.” 

Keith  hails  from  Las  Vegas, 
Nevada  and  chose  BYU  because  of 
three  things.  He  likes  the  Athletic 
program,  the  school  and  the 
Mormon  people.  Rivera  is  not 
LDS. 

Rivera  typifies  the  attitude  of 
the  BYU  team  this  season.  When 
asked  about  the  pollsters 
predictions  concerning  Cougars 
chances  he  offered:  “They  are 
wrong  and  all  of  the  players  know 
it.  We  have  most  of  our  starters 
going  now  and  our  depth  has 
proven  effective.  We  feel  we  can 
finish  high  in  the  WAC  this  year.”

WAC  roundup 

Cougars  grab 
WAC  lead

The  Western  Athletic 
Conference  football  race  is 
underway,  and  the  team  picked  to 
bring  up  the  rear  is  leading  the 
field. 

BYU,  doomed  for  the  cellar 
according  to  most  pre-season 
polls,  jumped  into  first  place  by 
virtue  of  Saturday  night’s  54-14 
rout  over  Colorado  State  in  the 
WAC  season  opener. 


BYU  fullback  Steve  Stratton  heads  for  the  end 
zone  late  in  the  CSU-BYU  encounter  Saturday 
night.  Colorado  State’s  Jim  Votaw  (15)  tripped 

him  up,  however,  before  he  got  there  but  not 
before  Stratton  had  picked  up  67  yards  on  the 


running  play.  Stratton,  a second  unit  fullback 
going  into  the  game,  put  on  quite  a show  with  his 
running.  He  led  all  rushers  with  108  yards  on  nine 
carriers  for  a 12  yard  average.  Just  a sophomore, 
Stratton  should  be  a big  factor  in  the  Cougar 
running  attack  this  season. 


The  Cougars  will  have  sole 
possession  of  the  top  spot  for  at 
least  a week,  until  more  league 
play  gets  underway. 

It  was  a satisfying  win  for 
Coach  Tom  Hudspeth’s  forces  as 
the  offense  sparkled  with  many 
different  combinations. 

But  don’t  count  out  the  fine 
CSU  team.  At  times  their  passing 
attack  sparkled  and  they  moved 
the  football  for  nearly  as  many 
yards  as  BYU. 

Elsewhere,  the  remaining  WAC 
teams  were  priming  for  their 
conference  openers. 

At  Tempe,  Arizona  State, 
supposedly  the  cream  of  the  WAC 
crop,  nudged  Houston  18-17  with 
some  last  minute  foot  heroics  by 
Don  Ekstrand.  Ekstrand  split  the 
uprights  with  a 46-yard  field  goal 
with  19  seconds  remaining  to  give 
the  Sun  Devils  the 
come-from-behind  victory. 

The  University  of  Texas  at  El 
Paso  scored  their  second  straight 
win  of  the  season  as  they  rolled 
over  Pacific  21-3.  Quarterback 
Gary  Keithley  tossed  one 
touchdown  pass  and  scored  two 
himself  to  lead  the  Miners  to  the 
victory. 

New  Mexico,  who  opens  its 
WAC  play  against  BYU  October  2, 
upended  Texas  Tech  in  Lubbock 
13-10.  A 33  yard  field  goal  with 
three  seconds  remaining  gave  the 
Lobos  the  victory. 

Arizona  pulled  off  a 
come-from-behind  win,  edging 
Washington  State  39-28. 

Utah  and  Wyoming  weren’t  as 
fortunate  as  their  WAC  colleagues 
in  the  winner’s  circle.  Utah  bowed 
to  Oregon  36-29  and  Wyoming 
was  crushed  by  powerful 
Colorado,  56-13. 
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Cougars  thrash  CSU

off  as  August  hit  Hunter  for  two 
successive  completions,  the  first 
for  18  yards,  and  the  second  for 
14  yards  and  the  score.  The 
conversion  attempt  failed,  so  BYU 
went  into  half  with  a 17-0  lead. 

The  first  half  saw  BYU  turn 
back  all  Colorado  State  offensive 
efforts,  and  hold  the  Rams 
scoreless. 

CSU  finally  got  on  the  board 
late  in  the  third  quarter  when 
their  fine  runner,  Lawrence 
McCutcheon  carried  the  ball  in  for 
three  yards  and  a TD.  But  this 
came  only  after  the  Cats  had 
opened  the  third  period  with  a 
touchdown  by  Bill  August  on  a 
quarterback  keeper  around  the 
right  side. 

After  the  CSU  score,  the  point 
totals  were  BYU  33,  CSU  6.  The 
score  didn’t  remain  the  same  very 
long,  however.  Dave  Terry,  BYU’s 
super  soph  then  entered  the  game, 
and  engineered  a quick  52  yard 
drive  to  give  the  Mountain  Cats 
another  touchdown.  On  the  first 
play  of  the  drive,  Terry  threw  a 
bomb  to  Jerry  Duggar  for  37 
yards,  and  then  the  Sophomore 
scampered  around  the  right  side 
for  15  and  the  sixth  BYU 
touchdown  of  the  evening.  The 
Cats  then  led  40-6  after  the 
Liljenquist  conversion. 

Colorado  State  added  one  more 
score  early  in  the  fourth  quarter 
during  the  only  real  drive  the 
Rams  could  put  together  all 
evening.  The  receiving  of  Greg 
Stemrich  and  the  running  of 
Lawrence  McCutcheon  set  the 
stage  for  14  yard  scoring  strike 
from  CSU  quarterback  Scott 
Simmons  to  Stemrick.  CSU  got 
two  tries  for  the  conversion,  and 
McCIutcheon  drove  in  for  a 
successful  two  point  endeavor. 
CSU  had  narrowed  the  score  to 
40-14. 

BYU  then  was  forced  to  give  up 
the  ball  after  four  downs,  and 
CSU  tried  to  get  another  drive, 
started,  but  Jeff  Lyman,  BYU’s 
great  linebacker,  picked  off  his 
second  pass  of  the  night  to  stop 


the  Rams  before  they  could  make 
another  threat. 

Terry  then  reentered  the  game, 
and  in  five  plays  moved  the  Cats 
to  another  score,  this  time  giving 
the  pigskin  to  Pili  Salii'one  who 
scampered  six  yards  for  the  score. 
Lilj  e nquist’s  PAT  gave  the 
Cougars  a 47-14  lead. 

The  score  at  that  time  was  an  all 
time  for  a BYU  squad  against 
Colorado  State,  but  the  Cougars 
were  not  finished  yet.  Brian 
Gunderson,  the  Cougars  third  QB 
of  the  night,  came  in  to  lead  BYU 
to  yet  another  score.  In  four 
plays,  he  ran  for  six  yards,  gave 
the  ball  to  Steve  Stratton,  who 
rambled  for  67  yards,  he  ran  for 
five  yards,  and  then  he  passed 
three  yards  to  Pastorius  in  the  end 
zone  for  the  final  tally  of  the 
night.  Liljenquist’s  kick  made  the 
score  54-14. 

it  would  be  very  difficult  to 
single  out  a particular 
performance  as  outstanding  for 
the  Cougars,  because  so  many 
players  looked  good.  Certainly  all 
three  BYU  quarterbacks  moved 
the  club  well.  The  offensive  line 
opened  up  massive  holes  in  the 
CSU  defense,  and  BYU  runners 
took  advantage  of  them.  Steve 
Stratton,  an  unheralded  second 
stringer  at  Fullback,  was  a very 
pleasant  surprise  to  Cougar  fans  as 
he  romped  108  yards  on  9 carries 
for  a hefty  12  yard  average. 

The  defense  time  and  again 
stopped  the  Rams.  McCutcheon, 
who  ran  for  109  yards  against 
BYU  last  year,  was  held  to  73 
yards  in  23  carries,  a poor 
chowing  for  him. 

Ray  Crandall,  Ron  Knight,  Jeff 
Lyman,  Keith  Rivera,  Bill  Dvorak, 
Rom  Knight,  and  the  entire 
defensive  lineup  were  very  poised 
in  stopping  CSU. 

And  Spero  Bowman,  the 
“Kamikaze  Kid”  of  the  speciality 
teams,  gave  CSU  runners  fits  all 
night.  He  made  six  tackles  and 
was  all  over  the  field  to  eliminate 
the  CSU  return  threat. 


Utah  Stars  eager 
to  defend  ABA  title 


A championship  team  in  the 
first  year -of  operation  by  a major 
league  professional  team. 

That  is  the  way  the  prospectus 
for  the  1970-71  Stars  began,  and 
after  the  smoke  had  cleared  from 
84  grueling  regular  season  games 
and  1 8 crucial  playoff  contests, 
sure  enough  the  Stars  changed  the 
question  mark  to  an  exclamation 
point  and  emerged  as  the  1971 
American  Basketball  Association 
champion. 

Not  only  did  the  Stars  become 
the  first  major  league  club  in  any 
pro  sports  to’  win  a title  in  its  first 
year,  but  the  Utahns  excelled  at 
the  box  office  as  well. 

The  Stars  in  42  regular  season 
home  appeafances  attracted  262, 
342  fans  to  break  the  previous 
ABA  first-year  record  of  254,163 
set  by  the  Carolina  Cougars  in 
1969-70.  More  impressively,  the 
Stars  exceeded  by  nearly  50,000 
the  National  Basketball 
Association’s  first -year  attendance 
standard  of  212,361  set  by  the 
Milwaukee  Bucks  in  1968-69. 

Amother  100,895  fans  swarmed 
the  Salt  Palace  for  nine  playoff 
games  to  increase  the  total  home 
attendance  for  the  year  in  51 
games  to  363,237,' an  average  of 
7,122  per  game. 

That  leads  to  a most  obvious 


question,  then:  What  do  the  Stars 
do  for  an  encore  in  the  upcoming 
1971-72  campaign; 

No  club  in  the  four-year  history 
of  the  ABA  has  defended 
successfully  the  league 
championship,  but  that  will 
become  the  goal  of  new  Stars’ 
coach  LaDell  Andersen,  a most 
successful  college  mentor  who  is 
taking  his  first  crack  into  the  pro 
ranks. 

Andersen,  who  posted  a 176-96 
won-lost  record  at  Utah  State 
University  while  guiding  six  of  his 
ten  teams  into  post-season 
tournament  berths,  inherits  a 
team  loaded  with  young  veterans 
bent  on  improvement. 

Zelmo  Beaty,  an  eight-year 
veteran  of  the  pro  cage  wars, 
seems  to  be  getting  better  with 
age,  just  like  vintage  wine.  Big  Z, 
the  Stars’  hard-working  6-9, 
235-pound  pivotman  was  the 
most  valuable  player  in  the  1971 
ABA  playoffs.  He  is  30,  but  the 
rest  of  the  club  averages  out  just 
under  24  years  of  age. 

Willie  wise,  a 6-6  jumping  jack 
who  thrives  on  tenacious 
defensive  play,  has  only  two  pro 
seasons  under  his  belt,  but  is 
considered  in  most  circles 
throughout  the  ABA  as  the  next 
superstar.
